The bill, which w >uld arm the 
federal government with broad 
new powers to prot^^ct Negroes' 
rights, was passed ¿59 to 157 
Tuesday night but it v.as a fight 
to the finish for the lu using pro- 
vision. 


Republican leader.« made a 
last ditch effort to kill the pro- 
posed ban on racial discrimina- 
tion by anyone in the housing 
business, but failed by a vote of 
222 to 190. 


Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen has called 
the provision totally unaccepta- 
ble to him. There are grave 
doubts it can pass the Senate 
without his support. 


Despite this, the bill's House 
backers and civil rights groups 
expressed 
cautious 
optimism 
that it would win final approval 
and become law. 


-If it is killed, it will be by the 
Republicans." said Rep. Eman- 
uel CeUer, D-N.Y., chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee 
and the bill's chief : j)onsor. "I 
don't see how. in an election 
year, the Republicans can af- 
ford to let that happen. In any 
case the monkey is now on the 
Senate's back." 


The House-passed bill would 
put the government 
into new 
r.reas in the civil rights strug- 
gle. Besides seeking to improve 
housing opportunitif.'-. for Ne- 
groes it would classify as feder- 
al crimes a new series of of- 
fenses involving racial violence. 


On one side, the federal gov-

Money's Going To Continue Tight 


Hugh D. Galusha Jr., presi­ 
dent of the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Bank of Minneapolis, told 60 
bankers from the southern and 
western Upper Peninsula at a 
dinner conference with Federal 
Reserve Bank directors at the 
Dickinson Hotel, Iron Mountain, 
Tuesday night that “money is 
tight and interest rates are high 
and it’s not going to get any 
better very soon.” 


Galusha was introduced by 
Judson Bemis, president, Be­ 
mis Co., Minneapolis, 
chair­ 
man of the bank board, who 
said that the Minneapolis Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bank 
was 
the 
smallest of the 12 in the sys­ 
tem and that busisessmen might 
ask “What impact does what we 
think have on 
United States 
policy?” 


But, said Bemis, the Federal 
Reserve System was built for 
this very purpose, to make pos­ 
sible a 
conversation between 
grass roots business and bank­ 
ing with WashinRton via the 
Federal Reserve Banks. “This 
is essential,” said Bemis “be­ 
cause unless there is reason­ 
able accuracy in communica­ 
tions (between the banks in the 
field and national money con­ 
trols) our system won’t work.” 
Britain In Trouble 


“There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that money is going to be 
easier,” said Galusha. 
“One 
reason is the war in Viet Nam. 
We have 400,000 men overseas 
and have spent SI 1.6 billion and 
it will probably go to $16 bil­ 
lion in the next fiscal year. 


“Even if we settled the war 
there would be a huge job of 
reconstruction 
in 
Southeast 
Asia and of watching the peace 
there. 


“Britain is in a deep eco­ 
nomic problem and 
probably 
moved too late to strengthen its 
economy. It is now implement­ 
ing its new (economic) policies 
with legislation. It has put very 
strong limitations on the amount 
of money that people can take 
out of the country in a de.sper- 
ate move for stability. Wheth­ 


er this will be enough, no one 
knows. 


“Devaluation (of British cur­ 
rency) is talked about freely, 
but it would be a very diffi­ 
cult thing. If the British de­ 
valued it would set off retalia­ 
tory action on the continent 
and probably repercussions in 
the United States. 


U. S. Economy Boilinff 


“The United States has a very 
high continuing industrial pro­ 
duction and demand, and an in­ 
crease rate of 17 per cent in 
1966 over 1965 in investment 
in capital goods (plant) expan­ 
sion. The consumer 
demand 
continues high. We are suffer­ 
ing too much good health and 
there is some 
concern 
over 
monetary policy. We 
haven’t 
been able to increase our mon­ 
ey supply as rapidly as some 
persons would like to have us 
do it. Interest rates have in­ 
creased and there are imbal­ 
ances developing in the money 
structure that are causing us 
some concern. 


“1 think the businessman re­ 
gards the availability of money 
as of more importance than the 
rate he is going to pay. The 
Reserve Bank is doing the best 
it can to allocate funds. We do 
the best we can to meet rea­ 
sonable demands for additional 
discount services, but it is a 
tight situation.” 


Galusha said there seems to 
be little reason to believe that 
the big consumer demand and 
productivity of 
the 
domestic 
economy will diminish soon, al­ 
though 
there have been sug­ 
gestions that the edge has been

Shortage Of Money 


Sargent Shriver. director of the W ar on Poverty, 
told a Detivit meetiiiK recently that the United States 
may be the fii*at big nation in the world to ei*adicate 
poverty. 


We now have enoujrh economic theory, he says, so 
we can eliminate grossly sul>-standanl housinir. sub­ 
standard income and sub-standard health facilities. 


The major handicap in tlie battle njijnnst poverty, 
said Shliver, is a shortage of money. This may seem like 
«aying witli Mr. Coolidge that wlien people lose their 
lobs, unemployment results, but Shriver wis seriou.« 
^nd he went on to explain tliat if he’d asked ConQrc'^s 
wo years ago for ?12 billion for tlie W;ir on Povertv 
“liey’d have rushed liim f>f^ to a nut house and yet 
that’s what the war in Viet Nam has cost.

Shriver hasf-»ned to explain that lie w;isn’f against 
the war in Viet Nam. but that he was only using it as an 
example of our affhience. Just think, he sRid. we have 
fought the war without a tax increase. *‘it only shows 
what a prosnerous country we have!” 


Nationally the W ar on Poverty iVn’t going very 
well. es»'ot*ially in tlie big cities whei*e there are most 
\e«Tioes. who are the nation’s most imnoveri«hed class. 
“Tlie p<nerty war in tlie summer of its touted m atur­ 
ity.” says Newsweek “had turned into the will-o’-the- 
wisp of .American politics, it seemed to b»* nearly every­ 
where. in driblets that helped some of the poor, some of 
the time, and yet it was nowhere—in anvtl'inj*^ an- 
proaching the amounts ad 'ouate to lift the nation’s 32 
million pool- out of poverty.” 


No one was more pointed in Its indictment of the 
poverty war than the New York Times: “The housin" 
program is too small. The poverty proarrimi is too small. 
The program for slum .schools is too sm»?ll. It is not the 
riots but tliese lame and inadequate programs that arc 
the real disgi*ace of the richest nation on earth.” 


Newsweek added; “Tliat the two-year-old poverty 
pi*ogram is too small, city after citv had bcgu»i t'» decide 
for it.self, as local poverty officials apnronch Washing­ 
ton and receive the same, frustrating response: Sorry, 
we don’t have the money.’*

Not only the big cities are hearing “Sorry, we have 
no money.” Six of the 15 counties of the Up»>er Penin­ 
sula have been knocked off the eligibilitv list for Office 
of Economic Onportunity (W^ar on Poverty) grants for 
public woiks. M arquette. Alger, Menominee, Ontonagon, 
Houghton and Keweenaw counties wer« dropped because 
their unemnloyment rate went below 6 per cent. 


I'PC.AP has prepared a report on ooverty in the 
Upper Peninsula wliich m5»kes this action hxik com­ 
pletely unrealistic if the W ar on Poverty is a sincere 
effort of govei*nment to reduce poverty. 


Fiiggest success in reducing U.P. uneninloynvmt 
has been in shipping our youngest, ablesi and be<l-edu- 
cated people elsewhere for emnlovmeni. It is suggest*'d 
everywhere that the U.P, can build no fine future if it 
follows this practice but it persists in it. From 
to 
I960 tliere was a natural increase of 
people in 


the W P. but population gi*ew by only o,7no hpca^se 
32.0(K) left. Two-thirds of tlie nngrants were imd r ^0. 
raising the age of the remaining population and lower­ 
ing its educational level. 


Tn 1964 the U.P. unemployment ri*te was 7" per 
cent higher than the national average. U.P. use of sul> 
standai^ housing is 75 per cent ereateK than the na­ 
tional average. (Any housing th a t’s dilanidaied or 
lacking hot water or any other plumbing facility is clas­ 
sified substandard.)

UPCAP reported of .Alaer, now stricken r»ff the 
OEO roll: “Though not in the very highest cateirory as 
far as its poverty rate is concerned.
